HEALTHY SUGGESTIONS 
Tbreo years ago tho Rockefeller Founda- 
tion Instituted a survey ot the nation's 20,000 
private, non-profit health agencies. The re- 
sults Just published reveal a picture of uneven 
and duplicated effort as well 03 excellent 
accomplishment. 

The report cajrts no reflection upon the 
300,000 board members and the many more 
voluntary workers who lost year collected al- 
most $60,000,000 for the relief of sufferlnR, 
the eradication of disease, and the creation 
ot a healthier nation. Rather it suggests that 
widely varying efficiency of organization 
among various agencies has brought about a 
great discrepancy between the incidence of 
disease and tho money available for treat- 
ment. 

Tor example, tho National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis collected SIG.SOtr.OOO In 
1945. while the American Heart a.'!soclatlon 
collected 5100,000. 

Tho report suRgcst^ two remedies: a cen- 
tral agency to give coordinated leadership to 
tho whole national health movement; and 
local health council, repro.^entlnR all com- 
munity agencies, which would integrate 
health planning and the raising and distribu- 
tion of funds In the light of local needs.
